STATE OF WAR BY 


DECREE OF KING 


Formal Declaration Of War Not 


Made By Italy-Two Mobilization 
Decrees Issued-Italy Will Go In- 
to War With 1,000,000 Men. 


BULLETIN 


ROME, MAY 23.—A ro\al decree issued shortly after midnight 


this morning places Italy and its possessions in a "state ot" Mar." 
The decree which is officially signed by the king, was, issued several 
hours after another deciec ordering the mobilization of all troops 
of the first line to arms. A decree is expected today onlei ing troops 
of the second line to mobilize and it is predicted that Italy will go 
into the war with 1,000,000 men. 


Thf formal declaration of war against Germany and Austria 


has not yet been issued although it is reported in official circles that 
the phrasing of the declaration has been officially endorsed. 


There are a large number of Italian subjects in Germany and 


Austria who have refused to believe that relations arc as strained 
-jas reports indicated. 
Every effort will be made to 1m e them return 


to Italy at once as it is ieared that Austria and Germany may de- 
clare war before the Italian deelartion is made. 


It is reported that several Italian consuls have been recalled 


irom cities in Germany and Austria.

Steady progress is being made

Fresh progioss for tho French be- 
tween Arras and La JBassoe is re- 
ported in an official communique 
issued by thc war office in Paris 
today.

"The following has been receiv-

On May 19, in tho southern area 
of Gallipoli peninsula, the French

Russians Oil Black Sea. 


Russian troops have landed up- 


on the Black sea coast of Asiatic 
Turkey, the admiralty at Petro- 
gi-fid announced today. The fol- 
lowing statement was issued: 


"Troops were landed from our 


fleet in the Black sea on May 20. 
After breaking the enemy's resist- 
ance they destroyed quays and sta 
tions in the region ot'Eregli." 


Battle Still Raging. 


A great battle is still raging 


along a 250-nule front on the east- 
ern line. Although Russia appar- 
ently is gaining on both flanks, the 
decision must come along the 60-' 
mile front in the center, along the 
River San in Central' Galieia, 
where the Austrians and German* 
are still pressing the offensive. 


The latest Petrograd communi- 


cation states that this attack is be- 


ting checked between the San and 
the great marshes of the Dneister. 
The Russian press, while admit- 
ting that the Teutonic forces have, 
established themselves across the 
Ran, declares they can go no far- 
ther in that direction. 


Petrograd also has been cheered 


by the official report that the Rus- 
sians are again advancing against 
the Turks in the Caucasus.

Country," The Newts recites many specific cases in which American 
•idealism has set contemporary nations memorable examples. 
In the 


.same spirit The World's editorial, "America Has Spoken," shows 
*'that, however lightly Ave take our government and our polities, 


• Americans are willing to go to the end in defense of their national 
',. ideals: 


Our Country

In these days when brute force seems to hold most of the 


Avorld in its grasp, we can hardly emphasize loo strongly the 
idealism for Avhich this country of ours stands. We have rc- 


•'- 
ccntly been thinking of the surrender of Lee to Grant fifty 
years ago. Xo nobler terms were ever offered by a victor to 


*•*• 
Us vanquished foe. There had been four years of bitter wa~- 
fare. Men all over the north had felt that it was necessary 
to "make treason odious." 


There was a strong demand that certain of the leaders of 


the south should be hanged. Jt was felt by "ot a tew that 
•nctory would not be complete unless there was some measure, 
of vengeance wrecked on the defeated section. But General • 
Grant realized that there had been enough bitterness, suffer- 
ing and sorrow, and so he refused even to humiliate the enemj. 
The true American spirit was never more splendidly shown 
than at Appomattox. 


We remember hoAv ihc old world, nnd its very practical 


statesmen sneered at the mere suggestion that our armies would 
ever leave Cuba. 
"We had, it is time, promised that they would, 


but what—such Avas the question—did such a promise amount 
to? The men who took this cynical view of course admitted 
that their governments would, in like caw, hold on to conquer- 
ed-tcrritory. Their mistake was in failing to understand what 
Americanism meant. We drove the Spaniards out, and were 
in full possession of the island, and then we withdreAv our own 
forces, and left thr people—Avith such aid as AVC could give 
them—to set up their own government. And for sixteen years 
the republic of Cuba has been a reality. 


Such was the answer of the idealism of the United States 


to the taunts of the old Avorld. Nor should it be forgotten that, 
j'fter having conquered the Philippines, we paid Spain $20.- 
000,000, and in addition paid $7,000,000 for the friar lands. 
And later AVC returned a large part of the Boxer indemnity to 
China, though Ave were told by the experts that this action 
Avoukl provoke the contempt rather than elicit the gratitude 
of China.
